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3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
1309205 to Kim et al . 



_A) The examiner notes that, as recited in claim 1, the "playlist" and 
"functionality" terminology are broadly recited and unspecified; 

B) As is shown in Figure 1, Kim et al disclose a "playback device" for retrieving a 
data stream (note figure 3) from a recording medium (@ 10 of Figure 1), wherein 
the playback device comprises of: 

1 ) A processor [e.g., the playback circuitry of Figure 1]; and 

2) A WEB browser application running thereon [e.g., @ 10]; 

wherein: 

a) The "processor" is configured to receive event information 
from "a playlist of the data stream" [e.g., the playlist comprising 
the file(s) of HTML pages and the index/sync files that determine 
when the pages are played based on the time stamps of the 
audio/video data stream (note paragraphs 0015-0017)]; 

b) The "application" provides "functionality associated with the 
event information [i.e., the display of each HTML page at the 
appropriate time in the audio/video data stream]; and 

c) the "event information" (i.e., the latest version thereof) can be 
received/downloaded over the Internet thereby allowing it to be 
changed without changing the data stream on the disc [e.g., note 
paragraph 0026]. 



4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
1309205 to Kim et al . for the same reasons that were set forth above for claim 1.
